MACON, Ga. (BP)—Instantaneous 
reaction to the action by Mercer Uni- 
versity trustees here to seek three fed- 
eral grants for building construction 
‘seems to indicate the trustees’ vote 
was one of Georgia Baptists’ more 
historic moments:

Reaction was immediate, in both 
the secular and religious press. 

The Macon Telegraph, whose gen- 
eral manager Bert Struby is a Merc- 
er trustee, carried an editorial com- 
‘mending the Mercer trustees ‘‘for its 
strang sense of duty and its-determi- 
nation to do what is in the best inter- 
est of the university.

; The_Lesson Explained 
Earnest Inquirer (vv. 17-26) 


The man who ran to Jesus, earnest- 
ly inquiring what to do to inherit eter- 
nal life, is called the rich young rul- 
er. He came to Jesus with eagerness 
and reverence, obviously with a deep 
sense of emptiness in his spiritual 
being. His riches, his circumspect 
life, his position as. a ruler (perhaps 
in the synagogue), and his youthful 
vigor and not satisfied the deep long- 
ing of his heart. But he lacked a deep 
sense of need for the forgiveness of 
sin and deliverance from covetous- 


Though upright and earnest, this 
man had a false concept about the na- 
ture of goodness and the source ‘of 
goodness. When Jesus said that God 
alone is good, he was implying his 
own oneness with God and trying to 
lead the young man to test the sincer- 
ity of his caliing him “Good Master.” 
For this man, goodness was too much 
a matter of not doing wrong things 
rather than being good in his own 
heart and doing good to others. He 
prided himself on having kept the 
commandments, but he had never ex- 
perienced real compassion for the 
poor. He thought of goodness as ab- 
stinence from evil instead of peni- 
tence before God and trust in God.
